DONE IN PHILADELPHIA

188 MARY B, PHILLIPS, of Boston,

who has bean here for a few days In
preliminary research for her blography of
Poe, told me that her lifs of Fenimore
Cooper, which she published last year, had
required seven years of travel and research,
and that when the book was ready for the
presg It had cost, on an Average, mors than
$21 a page, Ag thers wore 400 pages in that
very excellent blography of the author of the
Leatherstocking Tales, the reader who ls
quick at Agures will note that it is not
always a profitable undertaking to write a
honk.

In tha eourse of a conversation I had with
Miss Philllps she made several remarke
about Pae that surprised me. Frobably the
most astonlshing waa that the Pos family
had declarsd to her that of all the blog-
raphies of the author of "The Raven” to be
found on lbrary shelves, not one really was
nuthentle. BEvidently, we shall have to study
the subject all over agaln,

188 PHILLIPS has made authentieity

her standard in blographlcal writing,
and she assured me that not only will she
he able to correct many errors and false
impressions about Poe that have become
familiar, but at least one-quarter of her
hook will be absolutely new, .

Already she has traveled from Maine to
Virginia for materials, S8he has corresponded
with T do not know how many persons who
are belleved to posseas untouched manu-
seript material, or plctures that are un-
known, but when I asked her when she ox-
pected to lssue the book she replied that
she would spend three years more on It.

I found she appreciated the Immense Im-
portance of those five years of Por's life
which the post spent In Philadelphia, and
she assured me that her present vislt was
n mers reconnoltering of the fleld; that she
expocta to return and spend a conslderabls
period here studying such data as Is avall-
able only In this elty.

{"RING the perlod In which Pos was a

resldent of this clty, from 1880 to 1844,
virtually all the work that recalls his name
to fame was written, Those wonderful tales,
guch as '""The Gold Bug!' “The Murders in
the Rue Morgue" and “The Purloined Let-
ter,” to name only a few, and his greatest
poetical work, “The Raven,” were the prod-
et of I'oe’s pen while he was a poorly paid
editor of Philadelphia magazines,

FFor the last year of Burton's Gentlemen's
Magazine Poe renlly was its sole edltor, for
PBurton was busy with hia theatrical enter-
prises. Poe not only edited the magazines
but he wrote the book reviews and an article
or story for each number. When the mag-
azine was combined with Graham's, Poe was
tnken over with the property, and was an
ausociate editor, reviewing hooks, writing
Hterary criticlsma of popular authors, add-
ing a tale now and then and writing an
oecasional poem, In addition to this labor,
he was occasionally naked to revise the

poetical contributions of talented ladies who

could pay for the revision, and the writinga
of some of these ladies were found to have
deterforated after Poe's death.

One of the impressions about the poet
which seems difficult to eradicate is that Poe
was a drunkard, Miss Phillips assured me
that this Impression was 0 very wrong one
and was not borne out by the evidence.
Nelther, she Informed me, was it true that he

Unfortunately, there does not appear to be
more than one resldence of the poet's re-
maining that may have any claim to the
attentlon of the Investigator, This §s the
small back bullding to the house at Seventh
and Brandywine streets, Some cluims have
been made for a bullding at 26th street and
Falrmount avenue, but without much evi-
dence, It secms,

But thers still may be seen nt the corner
of Moravian and Dock streets the bullding
where Burton published hls magnzine while
Poe was hls associnte editor, Then, too,
there were untll a year or two ago the former
homes of Burton himself., One of these was,
and may still be, on Ninth street below Vine,
and the other on Thirteenth street north of
Ruce,

John Sartaln, who dled about ten years
agn, when he was nearing the century mark,
mentions In hig book of reminiscences that
Poe lived for a time at Sixteenth and Locust
ptrects. There 1B now, however, nothing
left of that frame house, for the neighbor-
hood has improved both in value and archi-
tectire since 1838,
